OF THE 


PHIL-MONT MOBILE RADIO CLUB INC,

Preambie 


Mindfui of the duties and Obligations of the 
radio amateurs of our country, its government and its 
people, to further and increase our enjoyment and pro» 
ficiency in the hobby of our choosing, and to promote, 
nurture, and create good fellowship among and between 
amateur radio Operators, we associate ourselves for the 
purpose of forming a club for those amateur radio en- 
thusiasts interested in mobile radio operation, 


ARTICLE i —~ NAME 


Section 1 - This association shall be named, 
known and styled as: Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club, Inc, 


ARTICLE 2 —- FORM OF ORGANIZATION 
a mean nn anata IN 


Section 1 = This club shall be a non-profit, 
non=stock corporation and no dividends or pecuniary 
gain or profit incident or otherwise shall be declared 
to its members, The corporation shall exist perpetually, 


ARTICLE 3 ~ MEMBERSHIP 


Section 2 - Election of Members. Applica- 
tions for active membership shall be made, in the form 
prescribed by the Board of Directors, to any member, who 


regular meeting. Action shall be taken upon the Applica~ 
tion at the next regular meeting. The majority vote of 
those Directors present at any regular meeting shall be 
necessary for membership, Application for membership, 

if rejected, cannot be considered again until six months 
have elapsed and then may be reconsidered,

Section 3 = Any active member in good stand-= 
ing who resigns or terminates his membership for good 
cause, such as military service, change in employment 
location requiring a move from the area, shal! be en= 
titied to reinstate his active membership by applica~ 
tion or notification to the Board of Directors. There 
shall be no waiting period for admission for such 
applicants. 


Section 4 ~ Associate Membership. Associate 
membership shall be available on approval by the Board 
of Directors, This entitles the associate member to 
receive printed information distributed by the ciub, 
but associate members shall not have the privileges of 
an active member. An assocfate member must fojlow the 
regular membership procedure in applying for fu) 
membership. 


ARTICLE 4 ~ QUES 


Section 1 = The annual dues of each active 
member shall be Six Dollars ($6.00) payable in advance 
on the first day of January in each year, and the first 
annual payment thereof shall be apportioned. 


Section 2 - The annual dues for associate 
members shall be Three Dollars ($3.00) payable in the 
Same manner as the dues of active members, 


Section 3 - During the month of December, it 
shall be the duty of the Treasurer to notify all members 
who have not yet paid their dues for the coming year, 
by mail to their last known address that their dues are 
owing. The membership of any member whose dues are not 
paid by the last day of January shall automatically Japse 
without further notice, 


ARTICLE 5 ~ LOCATION 
Section 1 - The location of the headquarters 


of the Association shall be Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 
and its suburbs, 


ARTICLE 6 = MEETINGS 


Section 1 =—- There shall be at least two meet= 
ings of the members per month. One meeting shail! be 
devoted to the business of the Association and the other 
shall be devoted to appropriate business, programs and 
good fellowship. 


Section 2 - The Board of Directors shall meet 
at least once per year. 


Section 3 = Special meetings of the genera! 
membership may be called by the President at such times 
as he may deem necessary; or upon the written request 
signed by five members of the Board of Directors; or 
upon the written request signed by twenty members of 
this Association, 


Section 4 - Special meetings of the Board of 
Directors shall be called by the President whenever he 
sha!! deem necessary; or at the written request signed 
by three members of the Board of Directors. 


Section 5 = Each member shall be entitled to 
two weeks! notice of any special meeting and each director 
shall receive one weeks! notice of a regular or special 
meeting. 


ARTICLE 7 - NOTICES 


Section 1 - Notices of all meetings, regular 
or special, shall be in writing and sent through the 
United States mai:iis to each member or director of the 
Board of Directors as the case may be; at his latest 
address recorded on the books of this Association, 


Section 2 - Each member shall be entitled to 
one weeks! notice of the regular monthly meetings, and 
thirty days notice of the annual meeting. 


Section 3 = Notices contained in the monthly 
newsletter of the association to the members shall con- 
stitute sufficient and adequate notice to the members 
for the purpose of this paragraph of the By-Laws. 


ARTICLE 8 - OFFICERS 


Section 1 =- The officers of this Association 
shall be a President, a Vice President, a Secretary, and 
a Treasurer, 


Section 2 - All officers must be members of 
the Board of Directors. 


Section 3 = Only persons who have been active 
members for one year shall be eligible to be an officer 
or a member of the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE 9 ~ DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Section 1 - The President shall be the chief 
executive officer of this Associations; he shall preside 
at all meetings of the members and directors; he shall 
have general and active management of the business of 
this Association; he shall see that all orders and 
resotutions of the Board of Directors are carried out; 
he shall execute all contracts of this Association, 
affixing the corporate seal theretos3 he shall have 
general superintendance and direction of all other 
officers of this Association and see that their duties 
are properly performed; he shall submit a report of the 
Operations of the Association for the fiscal year to the 
Board of Directors and members at their annual meeting, 
and from time to time shall report to the Board of 
Directors ali matters within his knowledge that may 
affect this Associations he shall be ex-officio a member 
of ali standing committees and shall have the powers and 
duties and management usually vested in the office of 
President in a corporation; he shall appoint all com- 
mittees, except as herein otherwise provided, 


Section 2 - The Vice President shall be vested 
with all the powers and shall perform all the duties of 
the president during the absence of the latter and shall 
have such other duties as may, from time to time, be de~ 
termined by the Board of Directors, In the event that 
the President shall be absent at any meeting, the Vice 
President shall preside. 


Section 3 = The Secretary shall attend all 
sessions of the Board of Directors and all meetings of 
members and act as a clerk thereof 3 and shall record al! 
votes and minutes of all proceedings in a book to be 
kept for that purposes; shall maintain, keep up to date, 
the official copy of the By-Laws of the Association and 
the procedural rules of the Associations; shall send notices 
of all meetings to the memberss; and shall perform such 
other duties as may be prescribed by the Board of Directors 
or the President under whose supervision he shall be and 
he shall be the custodian of the corporate seal and al! 
of the books and records of this Association, except as 
may be otherwise provided, The Secretary may have, subject 
to the approval of the Board of Directors, an assistant 
to aid him in his duties, 


Section 4 - The Treasurer, under the direction 
of the Board of Directors, shal! have charge of the funds 
of this Association and shall deposit the same in the name 
of this Association in depositories designated by the 
Board of Directors; he shall pay all the vouchers or orders 
properly attested by the President and Secretary; and shal! 
make a complete and accurate report of the finances of this

Assoctation at each annual meeting of the members, or 

at any other time upon request, to the Board of Directors, 
The Treasurer may have, subject to the approval of the 
Board of Directors, an assistant to aid him in his duties, 


ARTICLE 10 - BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


Section 1 = The Board of Directors shall be 
nine in number and shal! consist of all the officers of 
this Association as set forth in Article 8, Section i, 
three other members elected by the membership and two 
members appointed by the President. 


Section 2 = The three members of the Board of 
Directors elected by the membership shall! be elected for 
three year terms, one director standing election each 
year for a three year term, 


Section 3 - The two members of the Board of 
Directors appointed by the President shall be from the 
past officers of the Association and they shall! serve 
for a term of one year. 


Section 4 = The term of office of an officer 
shall be for one year and no officer who has served two 
consecutive terms shall succeed himself in such office. 


ARTICLE 11 - DUTIES AND POWERS OF 
THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


Section 1 = The property and business of this 
Association shall be managed by the Board of Directors. 


Section 2 = In addition to the general powers 
of the Board of Directors by virtue of their office, the 
powers and authority expressly given by law, by terms of 
the charter of this Association, and elsewhere in these 
by-laws, the following specific powers are expressly 
conferred on the Board of Directors. 


To purchase or otherwise acquire for the 
Association any property, right or privilege which the 
Association is authorized to acquire at such price or 
consideration, and upon such terms as they deem expedient; 
to appoint, to remove or suspend subordinate agents or 
servants, to determine their duties, to confer by resolu- 
tion upon any officer or agent of this Association the 
power of permanently removing or suspending any subor- 
dinate officer or members to determine who shall be au- 
thorized, on behalf of this Association, to sign bills, 
notices, receipts, acceptances, endorsements, checks, 
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releases, contracts and any other instruments; to 
delegate any of the powers of the Board to any stand- 
ing committee, special committee, or to any officer 

or agent of the Association, with such powers as the 
Board may deem fit to grants; generally to do all such 
lawful acts and things as are not by law, or by charter, 
or by these by-laws directed or required to be done by 
the members. 


ARTICLE 12 = ELECTIONS AND TERMS 
OF OFFICE 


Section 1 - Elections shall be held annually 
and shall be in the manner determined by the Board of 
Directors, 


Section 2 = In the event that the office of 
an officer or member of the Board of Directors shall 
become vacant, the remaining members of the Board of 
Directors shall immediately fill such vacancy for the 
unexpired term, 


Section 3 - Removal of Officers or Directors. 
Any officer or director may be removed by the Board of 
Directors, whenever, in the judgment of the Board, the 
best interest of the club will be served thereby, The 
Board of Directors shall have the power to select a mem- 
ber to fill any vacancy for the unexpired term, 


Section 4 —- The ballot for the elections in 
this Association shall be by a closed, written ballot. 


Section 5 = Any active member in good standing 
shall be eligible to hold office in this Association 
either as an officer or as a member of the Board of 
Directors. 


Section 6 = Voting. Each member in good 
standing shall have only one vote on all questions pre- 
sented for action at any meeting. 


Section 7 - Absentee Voting. Voting by mem- 
bers shall be only in person, There shall be no absentee 
ballots or voting by proxy. 


ARTICLE 13 - QUORUM 


Section 1 = A quorum for the purpose of trans- 
acting any business at a meeting of the members shall be 
at least ten members, 


Section 2 = A quorum for the purpose of hold- 
ing any meeting of the Board of Directors shall be the 
simple majority of the members of the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE 14 —- PROCEDURAL RULES 


Section 1 - Procedural Rules adopted by the 
Board of Directors or by the membership relating to the 
business of the Association and its committees shal! be 
published in the monthly newsletter and a permanent 
copy shall be attached to the official copy of the By-Laws. 


ARTICLE 15 - RIGHTS AND OBLIGATIONS 
OF_MEMBERS 


Section 1 = Only members in good standing shall 
have the right to vote at the general membership meetings 
and to hold office, 


Section 2 = No member or officer of this 
Association shali promise or obligate this Association 
to any expenditure or activity without the express 
authorization of the members or the Board of Directors. 


Section 3 = The books, accounts and records 
of this Association shall be open for inspection to any 
member of the Board of Directors at any time. Members 
of this Association may, at the discretion of the Board 
of Directors, inspect such books, accounts and records 
of this Association at such reasonable times as the 
Board of Directors may by resolution designate. 


ARTICLE 16. - STANDING COMMITTEES 


Section 1 = There shall be such standing 
committees as from time to time shall be determined by 
the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE 17 - ASSOCIATION SEAL 
Section 1 - This Association shall have a 
seal, upon which shall be inscribed the name of the 


Association, the year of its creation, and the words 
Incorporated Commonwealth of Pennsylvania". 


ARTICLE 18 - AMENDMENTS 


Section 1 = The members of this Association may, 
by a majority vote of those members present and voting, 
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alter, amend, suspend, or annul these by-laws at any 
regular meeting or special meeting called for this 
purpose, provided that notice of intent to amend has 
been announced fifteen days prior to such meeting or 
notice of intent to amend has been published in the 
official club publication prior to the meeting. 
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
